“Total number of caseg filed, 907; of 
these no charitable intervention was re- 
quired in 154; frauds, whose object in 
applying to the office -was to obtain ma- 
assistance to which they knew 
they were not entitled, 71; requests from 
other societies for reports which were 
furnished, 30; cases which were reported 
to the office to be filed for future refer- 
ence and requiring neither investigation 
nor report at the time filed, 96; cases 
reported for investigation which had 
either given fictitious addresses, or for 
other reasons could not be located, 15. 
Deducting these from the total number 
of cases filed, 907, leaves 541, which have 
been actively studied and treated by the 
association. 

“It will be understood that practically 
all of the 154 cases not requiring chari- 
table intervention, and the 7! cases of 
actual frauds, the fact that there was 
no charity needed or that the applica- 
tion was fraudulent, was only ascertained 
by a careful and thorough investigation. 
As matter of fact, quite a considerable 
portion of the time of the office force 
is devoted. to the weeding out from 
among all the cases filed, those which are 
applications and those in 
whicy,, no charitable need is necessary. 

“Of the 54! cases actively dealt with, 
25! required materia] assistance. Money 
Was procured by our office for the re- 
lief of all these cases. The furnishing 
of this money and the intelligent appli- 
cation of it to the wants of the cases, 
resulted in complete relief to applicants 
in 134 cases, and in the relief of the 


As to Transportation. 

“There have been 50 applicants for 
transportation. Of these, transportation 
was furnished by City W.1rden Evans or 
Trans- 
portation was furnished by our office in 
43 cases. ‘Transportation was not ac- 
cepted by the aplicant in one case. 

“There were 89 cases whose necessity 
for charity had been caused by a lack 
Of these, employment 


with the result that all the needs of 
the applicants were met, and their dis- 
abilities completely relleved. Many of 
these applicants required maintenance for 
a short time pending the placing of them 
in suitable positions. I~ all these cases, 
the necessary maintenance was secured

“In addition to these 52 cases, || other 
employment. cases were referred to po- 
sitions, 7 refused .to accept employment 
which we found for them, and [9 either 
could not or would not hold the posi- 
tions which were offered them.

ment regarding the labor needs of the 
south as far as conditions are known 
in the central portion of Georgia.

M’CORD DISCUSSES PLAN 
ADOPTED i COMMITTEE 


Sd 
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Measure Favored Will Meet the De- 
mand for Elastic Currency, Re- 
sponding Readily to Needs 
of Commerce—Full Re- 
demption of Curren- 
cy Is Guaranteed. 


Joseph A. McCord, of Atlanta, member 
of the currency cammission of the 
American Bankers’ Association, return- 
ed from @Vashington last night with the 
plan of the agreement reached by the 
commission as the result of its four 
days’ session this week. 

Mr. McCord was a most vigorous op- 
ponent of the scheme devised , by the 
chamber of cOmmerce congmittee of New 
York, which proposed a central bank for 
the issue of credit currency. Every na- 
tional bank throughout the country un- 
der ‘the plan adopted is placed on the 
Same basis in the matter of issuing 
credit currency. 

He also fought the plan which proposed 
to make the credit currency a first lien 
upon the assets of the bank, giving these 
preference over depositors. Mr. McCord 
argued that he would not be willing to 
take the deposits of his customers know- 
ing that there was a claim ahead of 
theirs. The action of the committee in- 
dorsed this view, and the new credit 
currency is put on an equal bagis with 
the claims of depositots. In addition, the 
taxes charged against the issue creates 
&@ guaranty fund in the hands of the 
United States government sufficient to 
redeem the notes of all failed banks, 
upon presentation. 

While Mr. McCord favored the segre- 
gated asset plan on leaving Atlanta for 
Washington, when the numerous re- 
demption agencies were suggested, 
whereby the bills could be redeemed at 
any place within the United States, free 
of cost to the+ bank or individual holder, 
he believed that this met the require- 
ments of the situation, and indorsed the 


latter plan. 


A synopsis of the agreement which 
was reached by the commission of the 
American Bankers’ Association, and 
which will be presented to congress at 
the approaching session with the request 
ees it be enacted into law, ig as fol- 
ows: 


Operation of Proposed Bill. | 
After agreeing to certain “ postulates 


containing the general principles govern- 
ing an issue of bank note currency, «..e 


commission unanimously adopted a plan’: 


for the issue of bank notes, which it 
will récommend to congress. 

The plan proposes that nationa] banks 
may take out notes in addition fo those 
authorized by the present law. There 
additional notes may be issued, under a 
tax of 2% per cent per annum, to the 
amount of 40 per cent of the bond se- 
cured circulation of the issuing bank, 
but. shall not exceed 25 per cent of the 
capital of the bank. The provision ‘es- 
tablishing such a relation between the 
bond secured notes authorizefi by the 
presenttlaw and the additional notes pro- 
posed is for the purpose of preventing 
any tendency on ‘the part of the banks 
to sell government bonds now held to 
secure circulation, in order to avail therh- 
selves of the newW circulation. Such ac- 


‘tion is taken because it is desired that 


the measure proposed, if’ enacted, shall 
not tend to depress the market for gov- 
ernment bonds. 

Security fag the Issue. 

It is not ,proposed to have any part 
of the assets of the bank specially 
pledged to secure the notes nor hypothe- 
cated with any outside authority. ‘The 
notes will, however, be protected by the 
same legal reserves.as are required by 
existing law against deposits—in reserve 
cities, 25 per cent, and in country banks, 
15 per cent. ' 

It was decided that the claim of the 
notes of a faileqd bank upon the assets 
of the bank should not be given a prior 
lien to the lien of the depositors. gt was 
felt that as the guaranty fund in itseir, 
with the addition of a pro rata claim 
jwpon the assets with the depositors, 
would afford adequate protection for the 
notes, it was not necessary to impair 
the share of the depositor in the femain- 
ing assets by giving preference to the 


holder of a note. 


Another measure of conservatism pro- 


eae, ‘in pets to i inva the issue of 
notes by weak banks when the notes 
might not be required by legitimate com- 
mercial conditions, is that‘no bank shall 
have the power of issuing the new notes 
which has not a surplus of 20 per cent, 
and no bank shall have the power of 
pissue of these notes until it has been in 
operation for one year. 

The tax upon the new issue of notes, 
at the rate of 2% per cent per annum, 
is to be payable semi-annually to the 
government, and will form ‘a~ guaranty 
fund out of which the government will 
wremiptly redeem the notes of failed 
banks. and will pay the cost of printing 
“nq the expenses of the current redemp- 
tion of the new notes. 

In case of the feflure of a bank, 
notes ag be at once redeemed on pre- 
sentat to the government, and the 
eovernment will have «a lien to make 
rood the guaranty fund so far as possi- 
ble from the assets of the failed bank. 


Guaranty Fund Provided. 

The commission is confident that the 
tax proposed will create a fund man’ 
times larger than the demand upon it to 
meet the notes of failed banks, but it 
recoenizes that in case of several fail- 
ures Of issuing banks. immediately after 
the vassawe.of the law and before any 
considerable amount hag been paid into 
the euaranty fund, the fund mieht be 
insufficient temporarily to meet the d- 
mands made unon it. To guard against 
such a contingency. it Is proposed that 
a bank shall on applvine for the new 
currency at once pay into the treasnry 
bed per cent of the amount anniied for. 
Should there be a temrorary deffciency in 
the guaranty fund, thst deficfenev would 
he made goog from this special 5 ver 
cent fund. The contribution of each 
bank to this gpecial fund remains a vart 
cf its assets to such an extent as it is 
unimpaired bv drafts to make good de- 
ficiency in the guaranty fund. As the 
guaranty fund grows through the natu- 
ral operation of the 2% per cent tax on 
outstanding cincylation, the special 5 per 
cent contribution will be returned to the 
contributing banks. 

Redemption.. 

When the guaranty fund finally 
reaches an antgunt equat to 5 per cent of 
the total amount of new notes that had 
been taken out, the last of the 5 per 
cent special cOntribution will be Tre- 
turned, and thereafter new circulation 
can be taken out with only the payment 
of the regular 21-2 per cent tax, and 
without any initial contribution. 

In addition to the right to issue new 
notes equa] to 25 per cent of the cap- 
ital of the bank, and related to the out- 
standing bond-secured circulation by the 
provision that they shall not exceed 40 
fer cent of the bond-secured notes of 
the issuing bank, the commission pro- 
poses a further issue up to 121-2 per 
cent of the capital of the bank, such 
issue to be subject to a tax of 5 per 
cent per annum on the average amount 
outstanding, but to bear no relation ‘to 
the amount of. bond-secured currency. It 
is provided, hOwever, that no bank may 
issue an amount of bond-secured and 
of additional. notes that will in the aZz- 
Sregate exceed its capital, so that the 
total amount of bank notes authorized 
wil] not exceed the amount authorized 
under the present law. In view of the 
‘high tax and (the_ reserve required 
against these notes, there will be no 
profit in the issue of this type of notes 
unless rates for money are very high. 


No Inflation or Redundancy. 

The means for securing prompt and 
frequent -redemption of the new notes in- 
volve provision for redemption bureaus 
connected with the clearing houses, lo- 
cated at convenient points throughout 
the country. Such redemption centers 
; are to be so numerous that there will be 
a point of redemption conveniently near 
every national bank. While the burden 
of the redemption is .to rest upon the 
banks themselves, the rules and regula- 
tions governing such redemption are to 
be established by the comptroller of the 
currency.

CLEMENCY IS DECLINED 


AS AN ACT QF KINDNESS 


T may be difficult to understand how 
1 a refusal to pardon her son can be 

construed in the light of a kindness 
6n the part of the prison commission 
towards the mother, and yet that is 


the view which the prison commission | 


took in refusing to recommend clem- 
ency for Ben Beazley, son of Mrs. 
Amanda Beazley, of Lumpkin county. 

Ben Beazley is serving a life sen- 
tence for the murder of William Hol- 
man, for which he and his. brother 
John were jointly convicted. John -has 
escaped, but Ben is still in the peni- 


tentiary. 

Mrs. Beazley has walked more than 
1,400 miles in her effort to secure her 
son's release, often tramping all the 
way from her Lumpkin county home 
to Atlanta to make her appeal in per- 
son to the prison commission. Month 
after month she has come here urging 
the commission. with all the eloquence 
of a mother’s heart to give her back 
her son, and month after month the 
commission has deferred action in the 
case, trusting that something would 
transpire which would afford a ray of 
hope for the persistent mother. 

The case, it appears, was quite an 
aggravated one, and after considering 
all ofits details the commission con- 
sidered that 
recommend clemency for Beazley. 
Finding no palliating circumstances 
in his behalf, the commission came to 
the conclusion that it would be an act 
of mercy to the mother to dispose of 
the case without further delay, and it 
did so, declining to recommend clem- 
ency. Had the case been passed over 
again there is little doubt that Mrs. 
Beazley would again have walked to 
Atlanta in -~her anxiety to secure the 
freedom of her son. 

Elijah Minor Gets Freedom. 

The prison commission yesterday, 
also granted a pardon, approved by the 
governor, to Elijah Minor, a negro 
well advanced in years, who has 
served fifteen years of a life sentence 
for murder from Sumter county. Mi- 
nor’s aged mother is about to dié at the 
home in Sumter county, and, strong ef- 
forts were made to secure the negros 
release that he might be with her dur- 
ing her last days. Consideration of 
the facts in the case led the commis- 
sion to the conclusion that Minor has 
been sufficiently punished, and he was 
given his freedom. 


Clemency in Other Cases. 

The commission recommended clem- 
in the following cases, and the 
governor will approve the recommend- 
jations, which means freedom for those 
involved: 

Jack Cain, Washington county, sell- 
whiskey, three years; Eugene

Adverse Sentiment and Its Cause. 
In discussing the present general 
and widespread lack of proper and 
adequate railroad facilities to handle 
the commerce of the country, in an 
address before the Merchants’ Club 
of Chicago, James J. Hill, the noted 
western railway president, declared 
that the prevailing idea that there is 
a shortage of cars is erroneous, and 
that in fact the shortage is in tracks 
and terminals for the expeditious 
moving and handling of these cars. 
Mr. Hill made the statement that 
it would require 120,000 miles of new 
track to meet the demands of pres- 
ent day traffic, to build which it 
would cost approximately $5,000,0C0,- 
000, or “as much money as was ex- 
pended for the civil war.” 
Following this statement with some 
criticism of prevailing public  senti- 
ment which, he said, was responsible 
for a large amount of ‘timidity’ on the 
part of capital in-making the neces- 
sary investments, Mr. Hill continued: 
You say we should invest more money 
under these conditions. And I) say it can 
not be done. : How. can it be done when 
a large section of the public is raising the 
cry and clamor that to be the head of 
any ‘big railroad is.to ibe an outlaw? We 
find two great parties talking about the 
railroads. One says the government 
should at least direct the roads—that the 
companies should not, but the government 
should. And another party says the fed- 
eral government ‘should run the trunk 
lines, Which make all the money, and tue 
several states the branch lines, which are 
not so profitable. ...) Is this the way 


to get the railroads of the nation*to ex- 
tend their lines—to increase the mileage? 


There is, no doubt, some foundation 
for what Mr. Hill says, but where Jies 
the responsibility for these conditions? 
Certainly not with the people. Is it 
not clearly upon the transportation 
companies themselves, for having 
failed to put themselves in a state of 
preparation for the demands made 
upon them—demands which are not 
the outgrowth of a moment, but the 
gradual accumulation of years? 

No doubt it would require now the 
investment of a large amount of cap- 
ital from outside sources to supply 
the deficiencies. But if the condi- 
tions had been met from year to year 
as they came to light—met with 
money that has gone to pay good div- 
idends on watered securities—is it 
not true that the nécessity for such 
outside invesments would have been 
in great measure obviated? Is it not 
also true that public sentiment would 
have been very different from what ! 
hit is today?

Hary Goes to Washington. 

Attorney General John C. Hart will 
leave the city today for Washington, D.

LITTLE GIRL IS 
BADLY BURNED 


Bertie May Telfair Envelop- 
ed in Flames While Play- 
ing by Fire, 


While playing at the residence, 36 
Reinhardt street, early yesterday morn- 
ing, little Bertie Mae Telfair, aged .8 
years, was seriously burned, and had to 
be taken to the Grady hospital. Her in- 
juries are of a serious nature, but hopes 
are had of her recovery. 

The little girl was at home with her 
brother alone, and was standing near 
an open fireplace. Their mother, Mrs. 
Linnie Telfair, was not there. Bertie’s 
dress caught on fire, and before the 
flames could be extinguished she was 
very badly burned.

Negro Entitled To Recofer. 

Under a decision rendered by the su- 
preme court yesterday negro passengers 
are protected in their rights in the cars 
which are required to be set apart for 
them by railroad companies. 

The case was that of Jonas Hilman, 
colored, against tne Georgia Railroad 
and Banking Company. Hillman occupied 
a seat In the negro coach on a Georgia 
train leaving Atlanta * March 5, 1904, 
A drunken white man named Scruggs 
got on the train, pulled out a pistol and 
a pair of knucks and made himself gen- 
erally obnoxious. Although requested to 
do so, it is claimea the conductor did 
not interfere for the protection of the 
passengers from his violence, and it is 
charged he drove Hillman from the train, 
threatening to shoot him. 

Hillman brought suit in DeKalb su- 
perior court, where his case went to the 
jury and a verdict was returned in favor 
of the railroad company. Under the evi- 
dence presented the supreme court holds 
that Hillman is entitled to recover dam- 
ages on account of the failure of the 
railroad company to exercise ordinary 
care and diligence in the protection of its 
passengers. The lower court was, there- 
fore, reversed, and the case sent back 
for a new trial. '

Mice With Cancer. 

i have just paid a visit to the London 
laboratory of the imperial cancer re- 
search fund and saw from twenty-five 
to thirty thousand mice, each one of 
which had a cancer in some form or 
other. Mice live for a very long time 
on the vivisection treatment: and some 
mice which have had cancer actually re- 
cover. It is on this extremely interest- 
ing fact that the hope of ultimately con- 
quvering cancer rests. Why certain mice 
with virulent .aand undoubted cancer ac- 
tually get well is the problem which sci- 
Mice by 
ie thousand are being observed and 
treated with certain medicines; and per- 
haps some day, in the not distant fu- 
ture, one of the doctors will hit upon 
a form of treatment which will enable 
mice to recover with certainty, and then 
the human race will be rid of oné of the 
worst scourges which today affects hu- 
manity. 

When it was first proposed to conduct 
a systematic investigation into the cause 
cancer, the medical profes- 
sion concluded that the task was an al- 
most hopeless one. So many mysteries 
were involved in the research; so Many 
well-known physicians were of opinion 
that cancer was -practically incurable, 
that the work appeared involved in in- 
surmountable difficulties. Three years 
ago, the imperial cancer researc, fund 
was started, with King Edward as pa- 
tron, and the prince of Wales as pres- 
ident. Among the vice presidents and 
supporters of the society were Lord 
Lister, Lord Strathcona, ex-Premier Bal- 
four, Sir Wiliam Broadbent, William 
Waldorf Astor, the late Alfred Beit, Lord 
Rothschild, the duke of Bedford, and 
Qthers.

It was not long before the whole wpper 
floors of the great building were con- 
verted into a ‘“‘mouseiary,’’ so to speak. 
All the rooms in the place contain 
crates, barrels and huge. cans full ‘of 
live mice. Even the passages between 
the rooms, and the hallways, are lined 
with mouse-holding receptacles of vari- 
ows kinds. The majority of the mice 
are caged in small, open-work boxe; 
hut the wild field mice are housed at 
the bottom of great ash-cans. These 
mice are such high jumpers and so clev- 
er in making their way out of all or- 
dinary receptacles that it has been 
found necesary to place them in these 
deep cans, where, under a handful of 
hay placed in the bottom, they may 
have comparative freedom until taken 
out for operation.

SEEKING CANCER CURE IN MICE. 
On the Result’ of Experiments With These Tiny: 
Rests the Scientific Hope of S uppressing -This Dread Scourge of

FUND. ‘ 

In This Building There Are 100,000 Mice on Which Scientists Are 
Experimenting With Good Prospects of Ultimately Discovering a 
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operations with a methodical lack of 
eéntiment that even the mice themselves 
could not fail to admire if they knew 
what it was about. 

The first operation. connected with 
cancer work is to implant in a healthy 
mouse the living cells of cancer. This 
is. usually done by a hypodermic needle. 
The mouse to be treated is seized by tae 
back of the neck, and with a swift 
movement the experimenter gives him an 
injection of cancer. It does not taxe 
very long after the first injection for 
the cancer to develop; and you see thou- 
sandg of mice running about, each of 
which has a cancer more or less. pro- 
nounced. From time to time mice with 
cancer are treated with certain fluids, 
taken from the bodies of other inocu- 
lated mice, and occasionally mice with 
cancer actually recover. At otner times 
certain mice are injected beforehand 
with taese fluids, and then when they 
are given the cancer injection i. has 
been found that the disease will not 
take root. 

it is by the discovery of some prohi'b- 
itive serum that the é€cientists hope to 
achieve success. As soon, as some body 
fluid ts found which will have the same 
effect on cancer growth as antitoxin has 
on diphtheria, the mastery of cancer 
will nave proved an accomplished fact. 

Speaking of what has already been done 
in the field of cancer research, Dr. Bash- 
ford, while showing me over the labo- 
ratory, said: 

“Recovery from, experimental 
is common. Growth stops and tumors 
disappear. By following up investiga- 
tions indicated last year, it has been 
possible to protect mice from all the con- 
sequences of inoculating them with can- 
cer. Thig has been done in four dif- 
ferent ways. Proteetion may be confer- 
red in so high a degree that whereas out 
of 100 ordinary mice, 90 develop tumors 
after inoculation, in the protected mice 
no tumors at all develop. The protect- 
ing influence acts by way of the body 
fluids; and the body fluids of some pro- 
tected mice when injected into mice with 
experimental cancer, have retarded the 
growth of well-developed tumors.”’ 

When asked if he was able to cure can- 
cer definitely, Dr. Bashford stated that 
the study. of the.methods of protection 
were still in progress, and pointed out 
that all he had accomplished so far was 
to render healthy mice unsuitable for the 
growth of experimental cancer. 

“It is not yet possible,” continued the 
scientist, “‘to arrest the progress of ex- 
periméntal tumors. with certainty; far 
less to effect the cure of the diseaége oc- 
curing naturally in: mice. While the re-

sults of our experiments contrast fa- 


vorably with the complete failure of all 
the. reputed empirical remedies forward-

Enw Judge Pollard Turns His Court 
into a Tempstance School and 
‘* Rescues Drunkards—Pollard 
Says Police Judges Should 
Sympathize With 4 
Drunkards

London, November !7.—When Judge 
William Pollard, of St. Louls, Mo., ar- 
rived in England a few weeks ago he 
made the gratifying discovery that his 
method of dealing with drunkards 
brought. before him had been adopted by 
several English magistrates, and that the 
national independent temperance party 
had taken it up as the best practicable 
plan of’ making the law a medium for 
the reclamation of inebriates. 

I asked the St.’ Louis police magistrate 
what he had to say about this recent 
movement. 

“T am gratified, naturally,’ he answer- 
ed. ‘“‘The method I originated, as is 
well known, is quite four years old, — 
has been «practically adopted by polic 
magistrates throughout the United States. 
I only wish. the plan was universally 
adopted. There would be more sunshine 
in the hearts of wives, mothers and 
children.”’ 

A. Wise Judge.

Mr. Plowden; the 
famous London magistrate, has tried the 
Pollard method in several cases, and it 
will soon be applied; I hope, at all Eng- 
lish police courts., Much praise is being 
bestowed on Judge. Pollard. England is 
heartily thanking him.” 

Judge Pollard, when in L@ndon, stays 
at a Temperance hotel in the heart of 
the city. Just now: he is on a little trip 
through the provinces and Scotland. He 
has been asked to address many meet- 
ings, but his health prevents this, al- 
though he hopes to make a speech at 
the national party’s meeting in Leicester 
before he sails for home. 

“Pollard Explains Plan. 

For the benefit of the English sociol- 
ogists, Judge Pollard has explained his 
plan and its origin as follows? 

“IT originated this idea four’ years ago 
when I was just appointed to the second 
district police court in St. Louis. I be- 
lieve it ig the duty of magisirates to save 
drunkards from themselves. My sym- 
ipathies lay with the victim of drink. So 
when a drunkard came before me I would 
say, ‘You can pay the fine or go to 
jai} and work it out or appeal to the 
higher court, or you cah sign the pledge 
and go straight home. You will have to 
visit me at my house every night for a 
month. If I find you have kept the 
pledge I will stay execatton of the sen- 
tence indefinitely, but if I hear you have 
been drinking any time afterwards you 
wil be sent to jail at Once.’ 

“The law assumes more majesty when 
it reforms and saves one sinner, than 
when . it punishes ninety” and nine. 
Marvelous reformations have been 
brought about. After a month’s abstin- 
ence few men go back to the drink. 
Ninety-eight who signed my pledge are 
saved.””

and one of the best was known to Gen- 
eral Jackson as his clover bottom farm, 
and it was a part of his estate.

@peeded his horses. The farm lies on the 
Stone river, and the racing fleld is now 
Planted in corn. It is as flat as a floor, 
with the exception of the center, where 
& great mound rises, forming a natural 
grandstand. There is room for a mile 
track about this mound, and the general 
and his friends, seated upon it, could 
Watch the jockeys as they galloped 
round. : 

Passing the race track I drove over a 
bridge across Stone river, and then went 
on for several miles before I reached 
the house. The lands on both sides of 
the road once formed a wart of the 
estate, although they have now been cut 
up into farms. Andrew Jackson's hold- 
ings comprised gbout 1,000 acres, and 
his land was some of the finest in Ten- 
nesses. He was evidently a good farmer, 
for I saw records of his accounts among 
the papers of the Hermitage, and I also 
went through the great barn which he 
built while he was yet president of the 
United States. It is situated on a knoll 
some distance back from the house. It 
is built of logs and boards, and although 
it has lasted for three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, it is in a fairly good condition to- 
day. The building consists of an immense 
loft, filled with hay, with stables below 
it. The stables are made of logs, even 
to the partitions. There are twelve box 
Stalls for horses, each walled with logs 
“laid up crosswise like those of a cabin. 
Bach gave plenty of room for the horse 
within, having the best of accommoda- 
tions for ventilation and feeding. 


Where Old Hickory First Kept House 
Pesident Jackson bought this property 
aiong about the time that Thomas Jeffer- 
son first took his seat as president of 
the United States. It was at the be- 
Binning of the century, and the house 
which he first built wpon it, away back 
in 1804, is stil! standing. It is a one- 
Story and attic log\ cabin, with a red 
brick chimney at the ‘end and-a roof of 
rough shingles. It was there that Jack- 
Son lived when Aaron Burr visited him 
in 1805; there was his home when he 
fought the battle of New Orleans in 1815, 
and there he and his wife spent some 
of the happiest years of their lives. I 
walked from the barn to the old home- 
Stead over a field carpented with white 
clover, so thick that my feet sank into 
it to the ankles, and as I did so I took 
in the great spring by the way. This 
Spring is not far from the cabin. Sur- 
rounded by shelving rocks, it lies in a 
little holldéw, shaded iby trees.

“IT suppose the Hermitage was full of 
vistors during those latter years?’ 

“Yes, we always kept open house. 
Every one who came was entertained, 
and it seemed to me at times 4s though, 
every one came, We were far from town, | 
and visitors sometimes staid for days. 
Many of our guests were distinguished 
people, and many were not, but all were 
made welcome. Many came to ask assis- 
tance, and some had requests of the most 
extravagant nature.

Where Andrew Jackson Died. 

I spent some time looking at the bed 
room in which this, one of the Very 
greatest of our presidents, passed away;- 
It is in the same condition today as it 
was then. The same pictures are on tho 
walls. the same hangings on the bed, 
and indeed the very same bedding, even 
to the white counterpane which covered 
him when he breathed his last. Imagine 
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last days, and beyond that is his bureau 
with the mirror above it. 

Just opposite the bed is a fireplace 
wilh a brass fender, and antique and- 
irons so beautiful that almost any wo- 
man whio reads this would sell her soul 
to possess them. There are logs on the 
andirons ready to light and over the 
mantel above the fireplace is a long, low 
mirror in a gold frame—Just above the 
mirror and facing the bed is a painting 
which forms the life of the room, the 
article in it which Andrew Jackson 
loved most. It is an ofl portrait of his 
wife. It is so placed that he saw it firs. 
on entering and so that it met his eyes 
the last thing at night and greeted them 
when he first opened them in the morn- 
ing. 

The Romance of “Old Hickory.” 

The love of Andrew Jackson! It sur- 
passed that of ordinary men. It shines 
out everywhere about the Hermitage. 
There are paintings of Mrs. Jackson in 
almost every room and he had medal- 
lions and other remembrances of her. 
We have all read the story of his mar- 
riage, of how he protected her from her 
drunken first husband, a brute named 
Robards, and how he married her after 
Robards was said to have obtained a 
divoree. There was a great scandal 
connected with the affair. But Jackson 
again married her when the divorce was 
actually gotten, and he lived forty happy 
years with her before she died. During 
his life he was eo devoted to her and 
her memory that he was said to nave 
a pistol always ready for any who dared 
speak slightingly of her, and thote who 
did so were only forgiven by him when 
he came to dle. 

Her spirit seems to have been espe- 
cially close to him in his latter years. 
and long before he died he gave direc- 
tions that he be buried by her eide.

But let us go together and look upon 
tne spot where these two lovers now lie. 
We pass out through the old-fashioned 
garden of The Hermitage, which, with

Mr. Morse seems to have grasped the 
possibilities of the coastwise combination 
better than any other man in the financial 
field. The fact that no foreign vessel can 
engage in the American coastwise trade {s 
a mighty force in favor of monopoly, But 
it is not the Atlantic seaboard trade alone 
th@t Mr. Morse has in view. He has his 
eye on the Panama Steamshin Company, 
because the Opening of the cénal, distant 
as it may seem at present,. will put the 
commerce of Eevador, Peru, Bolivia and 
Chili practically in the hands of the mas- 
ters of the American marine, - 

Mr. Morse’s career has been spectacular. 
He is daring in the extreme. Down in 
MAine they call him the Red-Headed Na- 
poleon. He was born at Bath, Me. and 
comes of a seafaring family. His grand- 


father was the first man to run a towboat’ 


in Maine waters. Mr. Morse’s father or- 
ganized the Knickerbocker Towbeat Com- 
pany, and when Morse was a boy he was

on boats more than he was on land. In 
1873, when Mr. Morse was 17 years old, he 
entered Bowdoin College. He didn’t have 
enough money to pay his way through and 
resorted to all sorts of enterprises to add 
to his cash. At this stage of his career he 
showed monopolistic tendencies. Three or 
four boys used to sell candy and fruft on

Bath in the summer months to lower river 
points and among the islands of Boothbay 
harbor. Young Morse went to the owner of 
the boat. and managed to acquire the ex- 


.clusive privilege, He made handsome prof- 


its. In 1877 he was graduated from Bow- 


doin and immediately took up the work of . 


bookkeeping in his father’s office. . Here 
he gained an excellent idéa of commercial 


activity, as his father speculated ‘in lumber, 
ice and other Maine products. Young Morse 


wasn't content to let his father gather in 
all the Honors and it wasn’t long béfore he 
showed his talent as a speculator by buying 
a crop of ice and. selling it at a handsome 
profit. This led him to look further afield 


than his father or any of the other men 


i he lived.

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of Maine could see at that time. He got 
his father to join him In buying up large 
quantities of ice and in chartering schooner 
after schooner to take the stuff to New 
Orleans, Jacksonville, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia and New York. This was a ‘phase of 
the fice business that never had been 
dreamed of up to this time. New York and 
Philadelphia depended for their ice supplies 
upon the Hudson and other streams of 
Northern New York. The success that at- 
tended his efforts showed him that greater 
triumphs were to be obtained in the im- 
portant centres of commerce than he could 
hope for in the little Maine village where 
Possibly the methods of doing 
business and the men there were too nar- 
row for this budding captain‘of industry 
and finance. In 1861 he packed his valise 
and came to New York. In the first year 
he was here he made $50,000. 


No one paid much attention to him, how- 
ever, until 1890. Then he startled the coun- 
try and became a very prominent figure. 
He ruined a 


of ice kiting, but he made a fortune for 
himself. The engineering of this deal was 
masterly. For a young man with com- 
paratively small capital to do what he did 
showed little short of genius. Unquestion- 
ably he could have done the same thing in 
wheat or cotton if he had turned his en- 
ergies in those fields. The manner in which 
he got the old established ice companies in- 
volved was evidence of his adriotness in 
mancuvring, but brought him into a 
notoriety and led to criticism which was 
severe in the extreme. But the feeling of 
the public toward him was softened some- 
what. when. after he had forced the old 


price of ice down lower than the old com- 
panies hag been charging. This was about 
the only bid for popular favor that Mr. 
Morse has ever made. 

He organized the American Ice Company 
or Ice Trust in 1897, and since then he has 
been criticised as severely as probably any 


man in America. In forming the Ice Trust | 


he found it necessary, in order to carry 
out his plans in regard to piers and other 
privileges he wanted in this city, to take 
in a party of Tammany politicians, prom- 
inent among whom were Mayor Van Wyck, 
Thomas F. Gilroy and John ¥. Carroll. 
There was a great scandal about this deal, 
and the Tammany men concerned were 
killed politically as a result of it; but Mr. 
Morse is credited with having added $12,- 
000,000 to his fortune. With this large sum 
he was enabled to put through other plans 
he had in mind. Probably he then was 
working toward the gigantic enterprise in | 
which he now is engaged. At any rate, 
his first move after gathering in his profits 
in the Ice Trust was to prepare such a 
financial foundation as would sustain al- 
most any structure he wished to bulld.- As 
he had biazed his own peth in the ice. 
business, so he blazed his own path in the 
pew field.

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that within five years he will have nearly 
fifty banking concerns in his circuit. 

A consolidation of numerous telephone, 
telegraph and cable companies under the 
name of the Great Eastern Telephone Com- 
pany, with a capital stock of $31,000,000, was 
a little side play of this man from Maine. 


With his banks, his trust companies and 
his insurance concerns: tin orderly formation, 
he turned his attention to what is under- 
stood to be thé crowning ambition of his 
life. It is characteristic of Mr. Morse that 
his early moves in any of his great cam- 
pa‘gns are likely to befog any person who 
is endeavoring to discover his objective. No 
one ever could quite understand why it was 
that he bought the People’s line of Hudson 
River steamboats in 1901. One of the big 
railroad corporations had been negotiating 
for the purchase of the line for some time, 
but had been haggling over the price. Mr. 
Morse met the persons who owned the ma- 
jority of the stock, asked their price and 
bought the company outright without any 
further discussion. That is his usual method. 
Following the purchase of the Hudson River 
company he went to Boston, and within a 
few wecks purchased the four fine steam- 
boat properties which operate from that 
city to Maine ports and as far as St. John, 
N. B. They included the Boston and Port- 
land line, the Boston and Kennebee River 
line, the Boston and Bangor line and the 
Boston and Eastport and St. John line (In- 
ternational Steamship Company). The come 
bined fieet of these lines made up a list of 
sixteen steamers. Since he Came into pos- 
session of these lines, which do an immense 
traffic both in freight and passengers, he 
has weeded out and sold some of the older 
boats and built new and finer vessels to 
take their placés, including the turbine 
Governor Cobb, which has just been placed 
in service. 

Next in order came the fine Metropolitan 
Steamship .Company, or “Outside Line’ 
between New York and Boston, a valuable 
marine property which has paid from 8 to 
27 per cent. annually for the past thirty 
years. This has always been a freight line, 
but now Mr. Morse will add high-class 
passenger vessels, and is building, at a 
cost of a million each, two large and swift 
turbine-propelled steamships, to be named 
Yale and Harvard, respectively, which will 
make the trip from New York to Boston 
in, fifteen hours, giving passengers a 
through water line between the two cities 
without change. 


The Citizens’ Line of night boats on the 
Hudgon between New York and Troy next 
fell into the net, and ‘ollowing the acquist- 
tion of these properties came the sale of 
the Clyde Line, operating six steamship 
routes, which extend from Boston to the 
West Indies, and made up of about two 
dozen freight and passenger steamers. The 
veaseis of this line ply regularly between 
New York, Charleston, 8. C., and Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; New York, Wilmington, N. C., 
and Georgetown, 8. C.; Boston, Charles- 
ton, Brunswick, Ga., and Jacksonville; 
New York and Philadelphia; Philadelphia, 
Norfolk, Portsmouth and Newport News; 
on the St. Johns River tn Florida, and be- 
tween New York and Santo Domit.zo, 
touching at Turks Island, Monte Cristi, 
Puerto Piata, Samana, Sanchez, Macoris 
and Azua. 

Marine folk and others had hardly got 
through discussing this unexpected move 
on the part of Mr. Morse when they were 
startled a few weeks ago to learn that he 
had purchased outright the famous Mal- 
lory Line, the vessels of which ply be- 
tween New York and Galveston, Texas, 
and New York and Mobile, Ala., via Key 
West, Fia., and Brunswick, Ga., a line 
known as the greatest carrier of raw cet- 
‘ton in the world, which consists of eieven 
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MORSE STEAMSHIP LINES, EXTENDING FROM MAINE AND CANADA ON 
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steamships, some of them the largest of 
their class afloat.

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But Mr. Morse is only beginning. He 
wants all the American lines worth having. 
He usually gets what he wants. Steamship 
men won't be surprised any day to hear 
that he has bought up any or all of the 
companies not yet absorbed. The lines he 
has his eyes on will cost something between 
$75,000,000 and $100,000,000. When they are 
added to the Morse lines they probably 
will be capitalized at just about twice what 
Mr. Morse paid for them. 

Within fifteen or sixteen years Mr. Morse 
has bobbed up from comparative obscurity 
into one ofcthe most powerful financial 
figures in America. If the same success at- 
tends him in the next fifteen or sixteén 
years he will put Rockefeller and Carnegie. 
Morgan, Harriman and ‘Hill in the shade.

Negro Help Desert Families to Work 
in Cotton Fieids. 


“It seems to be a prevalent idea up here in 
New York,” began the Southerner, “that 
the South fs a land of sunshine, overflowing 
with palm trees, milk and honey, where life 
is a sort of blissful dream, in which ebony- 
hued servants are at. hand to attend to your 
every want. As a matter of fact, the ser- 
vant problem in the South is just as soul- 
racking as it is anywhere in the North; and 
yet there are people up here who have an 
idea that all you have to do down there is 
to step out and pick a fat, black cook off 
the trees. No fonder delusion was ever 
cherished. 

“T have recently returned from a trip +o 
my home town, where I found that all so- 
cial affairs had been called off for the sea- 
son, nobody being able to entertain becauss 
there were no cooks to prepare delicacies 
and no help to serve them. The trouble is 
that at this time of the year all the colored 
dcmestic help hears the call of the cotton 
fieid, and no manner of persuasion and noth- 
ing in the way of inducements will keep 
them from marching off. Cotton picking is 
in full blast right now, and até fifty cents 
a hundred pounds a good hand can ear 
from $1.50 to $2.56 and more a day. The ser-

Yet the 
waste of our treasure has proceeded so 
far that the actual value of the soil 
for productive purposes has already 
deteriorated more than it should have 
done in five centuries of use. There is, 
except in isolated and individual cases,

Only two states in the union show an 
average total value of farm product’ 
in excess of $30 per acre of improved 
7and. The figure for Illinois in 1900 
was $12.48; for North Carolina, $10.72;
